trom whence it is not wonderful that fach great Men, 
vhofe native Obfcurity gave a Luitre to their Elevation, 
thould meet with Oppofition trom their Cotemporarzes, and 
be delivered down to us, in fuch odious Colours, by a 
Parcel of republican Authors. | | | 
But to leave thefe Roman Upferts, what were the fa- 
mous Mamalukes of Egypt, but a Race of military Slaves, 
like the Turkifp Fanizaries at prefent, or the Pratorian 
Guards of old, who depofed their Prince, fet up Them-— 
felves, and maintained the Government in their own Hands, 
tor feveral Succeffions ? Nay, it was a fundamental Prin- 
ciple of their Con@stution, that no Perfon fhould fucceed 
to the Empire, who had not been a S/ave Himfelt ; fo 
that here was a whole Race of Krags, who may be proper- 
ty called Upfarts, as They had no other Title, or Pre- 
renfions to the Crows... This, perhaps, may be 
thought to carry a Reflection upon franding Armies ; dat. 
it is certainly a moft remarkable Inftance of Men, who 
roie like Meteers, out of Dirt into Sovereignty, and will 
jor ever be an Apology tor Zho/e, who are fired with the 
tame laudable Ambition. 
_f cannot do my own Country fo much Honour as to fay 
that it affords us any Examples of the /ame Kind; be- 
eaule Our Conftitution does not allow of any Slaves except 
Lhofe, who /e/l Them/felves ; but it is evident from the 
Hffory that mott of our Prime-Miniffers and: Fa- 
courttes have been New-Men. who have hemfelves 
from private, and fometimes very ob/cure Families, to the 
higheft Pofts of Tru? and Pewer. You have given us fo 
many {nitances of This, fince the Conqueft, that it would 
‘+ iMapertinent to repeat them, or infift any farther on 
fhe Frooi of a Point, fo generally acknowledged on both 
Sides. 
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sides. My only Defign, as I faid before, is to give a few 
Hints to any Perfon, who will be fo. generous as to vin- 
dicate the (/pfarts of ail Ages from the common Re- 
roaches, which have been caft upon Them, and to fet 
their Characters in that Light, which they truly deferve. 
I {hall therciore conclude with a general Remark, or two, 
on the fame Sabyect. 

It is demonitrable from Hiftory that whenever Mez of 
this Chara@er have got into Power, no Matter by what 
Means, They have generally exercifed it with more Spi- 
ritand Authority than Perfons of a much fuperior Rank. 
There is fomething in Men of bizh Birth, Fortune and - 
DiftinGion, which makes Them think it a Diminution of 
their own Characters to opprefs, and infult over Thofe 
beneath Them; whereas an Upfart, who fprung from 
the People, 1s commonly afhamed of his Original, and 
therefore endeavours to diftinguifh Himfelt from Them, 
by taking all Opportunities to ufe Them ill. This is the 
Reafon, no Doubt, why fo many wi/e Princes have cholen 
to rule by /uch Subfitutes rather than by others, whofe 
Nobility ot Soul, as weil as of Blood, will not fuffer Them 
to be concerned in many Things, which the Adminiitra- 
tion ot Go.ernment requires, nor even to comply, in 
fome Cafes, with the Humours, or Paffions of their Prince ; 
whereas it is the Nature of a fruebred Upffart, not only 
to undertake any Service, and to bear any Ufage, but 
even to go beyond the Commands of his Prince, to project 
favourite Fobs, and recommend Himfelf by Works of po- 
dial Supererogation. 

It is true, indeed, that the/fe Men fometimes grow fo 
much elated with Power, that They are not contented 
without domineering over their Mafer, as well as their 
Fellow Subjects ; but then They commonly do it in a very 
genteel Manner, and with great Dexterity, according to 
of the Poet ;

Tha Miniffer wants to carry any Point, which He dares

Mr. Fog’s laf Fournal contains a Letter from one of bi 
Corre/pondents, who begins his Ep:ifile wth a@ fhort Es. 
comium upon Military Dilcipline, and then proceeds m 
the following Manner. 


F (fays this Gentleman) the Laws for preventing De/er- 
tion in the Army were extended to all Cies/ Deferters, 
and that thofe, who are wicked enough to betray their 
Country, and the Caufe of Liberty, were to be punilhed 
with Death, this execrable Crime, which 1s now commt. 
ted with Impunity, would be prevented, and many a ftout 
Briton, who rices Poft for 400 or 500 Miles, in Order to 
icll himfelt, would be obliged to preferve his Honour and 
his Confcience, by preferving his Freedom. I ‘hould like- 
wife be extreamly pleafed if the Article of Tar, which 
provices fo effectually againit Defertion, was added to the 
Articles of the Church, and that every Prieft and dignified 
ergyrian by fubfcribing to it fhould fubject himfeif to the 
tame Penalty, to which the Military Gentlemen are liable. 
i do not know any one Thing, that could daa more rea! 
service to the Church of FEng/end, or more Honour 
to the Hierachy. ‘Then we fhould never fee a wenerabl: 
Dofwr marching atthe Head of his Brethren, and founding 
his Bell againft Herefy, and by and by leading the fame 
Nien to effiit the Robbers of his Country. Then we fhould 
never fee a great Clerk appear To-day a Witne/5 tor fe’ 
and To-morrow open with Vehemence againft his Doc 
trine, and plead the Caufe of Ccerruption. In fhort, We 
fhould never fee any great Ecclefiaiticks or others, 
have had a hiberal and ingenuous Education, brib’d by 4 
lucrative Dignity or Penfion to defer? their God, or ther 
Country, provided the Danger were as great as the poe 
Soldier 5: 
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Soldier’s, who runs from his Colours. God knows.the Crime 
is infinitely greater. Cuftom indeed and the general Con- 
fent of Mankind have branded thefe Civi/ De/erters with 
a Mark of Infamy, fo that they are fhunned, detefted and 
defpifed wherever they appear. ‘They are even reviled 
by the Hvre/ines who write in Detence of the fame had 
Caufe, anda /val4fngebam or Osborne would think himfelf 
difhonoured by their ergs ow Is it poffible for a rational 
Creature to fall lower! However, all this is not a fuffj- 
cient Punithment, fince it neither ties up their Hands or 
their Tongues, nor reftrains their Power of doing Mif- 
chief ; efpecially when they change the Scene of Action, and 
eQ into Places where they are not known. 

I was fo full of thefe Reflections the other Day, when 
an old Friend came to make mea Vifit, that I could nor 
forbear communicating to him what [I have here faid to 
‘ou. At the fame Time I asked him with fome Earneft- 
nefs, what could poffibly induce a rational Being to become 
an Enemy to his Country, fince if he fucceeds in his En- 
terprize, he muft neceffarily enflave himfelf and his Pofte- 
rity; and whether he fucceeds or not, he is fure to be 
looked on with Abhorrence and Deteftation, while he lives, 
and his Name will be infamous inall Ages ? Whether any 
Dignitiesor Preferments, Places or Penfions, can make a 
Man a fufficient Compenfation, who has thus proftituted 
bis Character and his Confcience ? In fhort, whether ail 
the Gold and Jewels in the Mines of Brazil can give a 
Luftre to fuch a Wretch, asall the Water in the Seacan- 
not wath clean ? —J muft inform you by the Way, 
that the Gentleman, to whom I thus addreffed myfelf, is a 
learned Roficrucian, who perfectly underftands the Na- 
ture of Spirits, and their various Orders and Operations, 
I may fay full as wellas our great State-Chym underftands 
the Nature of Metals, and the different Powers and Er- 
fects of Silver and Gold. This is enough to give you a 
proper Idea of my Friend’s great Capacity ; and fo much

They are difpatched from the Pandemonium two or three 
Times in every Century, and are commanded to conti. 
nue on the Earth till they have executed their Commit. 
fions ; that is, till they have perform’d fuch a fignal 
Nhifchief, as may merit the Thanks of their great Ma- 


fier. They are of different Orders and Profeffions, but 
are well known to the learned Rofcraciansby the Names 


or ‘Titles which in all the Ewrcpeas Dominions they 2i- 
fume from the Letters of the Latin Alphabet. Thus 
one is ftiled the Demon A. another the Demon B. and the 
third the Demon C. Whenthey have made themielives 
famous by any notable Exploits, or fuperlative Villanies, 
they are at Liberty to double their Letters Honorss Cau- 
sé. For Example, the Demon A. will then be called 
A. A. the Demon B. the Demon B. B. Gc. It it hap- 
pens (as fometimes it does) that there are feyeral Demon 
of the fame Name or Letter, they muft then be diftin- 
guifhed by the Places of their ordinary Refidence ; 43 
thofe of the fame Clan, Name or Family are diftinguih- 
ed in Scotland. Now the Letter, which for many Years 
pait has mace the greateft Figure in the Briti/fh Deme- 
micracy, isthe Confonant V; the Arch-defertcr or Di- 
re‘Tor-gencral ot allthe other De riers being denomina- 
ted trom that Letter. For this Chara@ter let me refer 
you to fome Reams of Panegyrick, which are daily pub- 
hthed, and are to be had Gratis atevery |} oft-Houfe in 
Great Britain, unlefs you rather chafe to form a Judg- 
ment of this Arch-Spirit from a late famous Dedicatioa, 
which contains a fummary Recapitulation of all his great 
Achons and Defigns, without the Jeaft Mixture of Flat- 
tery or Compliment. There you fee, that his new Me- 
thads of Corruption, his various Freuds and Oppref/ioms, 
but above all, the great Power, which he has acquired 
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Apofacy, has given him a juft Preheminence over 


all his Fellows and Contemporaries. So that he is fre- 
queatly ftiled here by Way of Eminence, the Demon, 
without any additional Letter or other Appellation ; as

| Fleury, ‘tis e- 
to fay fimply, the Cardina/, tho’ tis well known, 


there are feyeral others who enjoy the fame Ecclefiafti- 
cal Dignity. But I much queftion, whether this mighty 
Demon, notwithftanding the Powers and Prerogatives of 
which he has poffeffed himfelf, will be able to accomplifh

vourite Projef, tho’ he has hitherto carricd it om 


with great Succets. For Ihave obferved, that within 
a few Weeks his rational Faculties are much tmpaired: 
Whether it is to be afcribed to the Increafe and Proty- 
berancy of his Flefh, or whether it is owing to the conti- 
nual Labour and Anxiety of his Spirit. Sometimes he 
will fuddenly rife up in the midft of a folemn Debate, 
and endeavour to: turn the moft ferious Matters into a 
Farce ; tho’, by the way, Ridicule was never his Talent;

of the /1¢f, the illuftrious Demon of the Verth, and the 
worthiptul Demon S. cf O. firft has given fuch 
confpicuous Proofs of his great Abilities, and 1s at prefent 
ia fuch high Efteem in the Pandamontum, that it has been 
naninioufly refolyed to add a third S. to his Name, and 
to beftow on him a rich Collar with all his £/fes curioully 
engraven on it. For this has been fometimes practifed to 
rewardk xtracrdinary Mert? ; the tria neming bemg reck- 


oned 
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oned there, as formerly in Rome, a proper Mark of No. 
bility. It muft indeed be acknowledged, that he is a Spi. 
rit of rare Accomplifhments, and withal fo excellent an 
Hypocrite, that for many Years after his firit Appear. 
ance among us, he was reputed a Sarat. I leave you to 
judge what Evils he wrought under fuch a Mafque, 
When at laft he could no longer conceal his Commiffton, 
he opened it with an Ec/at, and laboured with great Art 
and Eloquence to eradicate thofe old-faihioned Virtues, 
which hinder the Progrefs of Corruption.

HE * Motto of Augufus, as it fhewed the good 
Senfe. of him who chofe it, fo it is a Maxim which 
every Man muit learn, who is prompted by a generous 
Ambition to excel in the Bufinefs he undertakes. Lo 
nike too much Hafte is as great a Sign of Folly as to 
reep ; and as Moderation: 1s a Virtue in moft Cafes, fo, 
in writing, a Man muft open his Principles clearly, or his 
Deductions cannot fai! of being intricate and ob{cure. 1 
make this Apology, becaufe I find myfelf conftrained to go 
back as far as the Original of Civil Government, in order 
to give a jaft Account of Faction and its Effects. 

‘Thofe who. make Society a thing natural to the human 
Species, and thafe who ajhrm it to be the Refult of Fear, 
agree in this, that Men make a Surrender of fome of 
thofe Rights which God has given them with their Being, 
it order to obtain a Security in the Exercife of thofe 
which they retain. | 

But tho’, at firft fetting out, thefe things feem plain 
enough, yet when we come to examine the Queftions thas 
are immediately. dependent upon them, we fhall find 
them more crabbed, and requiring much more Skill and 
Attention to determine any thing about them ; for as to 
the Rights which are neceffary to give the ruling Powers 
competent Force to protect thofe who are to obey them, 
who can afign them? Or rather who can afflign them ex- 
actly ? Conititutions differ, and confequently require diffe- 
rent Meafures of Power ; the Situation of the Country, 
the Genius of the People, the Cireumftances of their 
Neighbours, are all Things to be confidered in the De- 
termination of this Queftion. 

A Man that weighs thefe Points prudently, and com- 
Municates his Thoughts on them impartially, is an honeft 
Man anda Patriot : But he who fets himfelf to confound 
fhe Notions of his Countrymen on fuch Topicks, to per- 
‘dade them that they are abufed; that the Government 
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is pofteffed of, or afpires to the Poffeffion of a greater 
}roportion of Power than.is fit for it to have, in orcer to 
ferve himfelf from thofe Commotions, which the’ prop. 
gating fuch Doctrines tend to. raife : The Man, lay, 
who does this, is a féditious Incendiary, and thofe who 
join in his Schemes, area Faction. 

This Root of Faction, therefore, 1s never Wanting 
under any Conftitution, nor ever can be wanting, while 
human Nature is as itis; while there are fome capable of 
d-ceiying, and many eafy to be deceived ; while the judg. 
ments ot the few are cool and timerous, and the Paffions 
of the many turbulent and eafily inflamed ; while thefe 
things continue as they are (and it is but reafonable to 
believe they will ever continue fo) we need not wonder, 
that a few Chiefs of eminent Parts are able to raife and 
marntain a Party ina free State. Men are to be charmed 
with Sounds, and thefe Chiltians take Pains to charm 
them. This isno new Evil, nor 1s it like to be quick- 
lv cured ; for how can we change the Humours of our 
Species, or infufe an univerfal Regard to Virtue and to 
Reafon through the Mafs of Mankind ? 

But, inftead of infifling on thefe kinds of Speculations, 
f£ will go on to explain what I quit now afferted, that irs 
very poiible to know a good Government, that 1s, a Go-_ 
yernment rightly conftituted, from a bad or ill conftitu- 
ted one, though we cannot define. a perfect faultlefs Go- 
vernment, becaufe there can be in [ruth no fuch Thing. 
(sovernments are good or bad, in Proportion to the Li- 
berty and Property they allow to all their Subjects; fo 
that, by Way ot Comparifon, we may affirm, that Go- 
vernment which makes Men happy. Now, by 
Happinefs, in a political Senfe, I take nothing more to 
be meant than Rational Freedom ; for, without that, a 
NJan cannot be happy. The Slaye can call nothing his 
own, he lives from Hand to Mouth, and may be plunged 
into the deepett Mitery at the Will of his Mafter. A 
Nation ot Siaves are no way better for their Number; 
they are every one of them in as bad a State as he who 
rows in the Galley, though it may be they carry no out 
ward Badge ot Slavery, nor are thoroughly acquainted 
with their Condition, 

abfolute Monarchies, the Prince is free, and every 
other Perfon in his Dominions a Slave, or very little det 
Un tome that are called limited Monarchies, 

the 
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the Power of the King is controuled by a numerous No-. 
bility, the Body of the People are as generally, and as 
effectually Slaves, as under defpotick Monarchs, though 
they have not one Mafter, nor is Liberty quite fhut out of 
their Countries, becaufe their Nobles are tree. But if, 
from this Confideration, fuch a limited Monarchy be pre- 
ferable to an abfolute one, how much more a Monarchy, 
wherein all the People are alike free; wherein the Con- 
fitution makes no Difference, fets up no unnatural Di- 
ftinctions, but diffufes its Prote¢tion as freely as Heaven 
does its Bleflings, to all who, either by Birth or Choice 
dwell within the Compafs of its Authority ; yet as clear a 
Cafe as this may feem, Men of no mean Parts have doubt- 
ed the Excellency even of fuch a Government, and fwayed 
by Intereft, or Praindies of Education, contended for a 
Liberty in one Part of the }eople, to infult over, and 
trample upon another.

Very Conxfitution is more or lefs perfect, as it takes in 
and fecures more or lefs of the Natural Riehts of 
Meakind: But that Confitution alone is perfe@, which re- 
cogmizes, eftablifoes and fecures all our Natural Rights: All, 

fay, notwithftanding what political Writers of great 
Names, and on the Side of Liberty too, have aflerted, that 
{me of our Natural Rights muft be given up to fecure she 
rh. This is faife; for every Right of Narurc is a Right 
irifing from Rea/on; in all which Rights there can be no 
Contradittion, Clafhinz or laterfering, as is often found in 
Rights eftablith’d by Men, thro’ want of Ji%t/dom or Inte- 
fritz. The Rights arifing from Reafon, are one, uniforin, 
immutable, confiftent. and all aetarally tending to promote 
homan Happinefs ; fo that whatever can be proved to he a 
Right of Nature or Reafcn, ought to be efablifh'd, corfirm- 
€4. and enforced by Law. 

Whether car Confitution is thus perfeG, is not the prefent 
Queftion. “I think ‘tis not, but that it may be improc’d: 
not the of the Conftitution, or the 
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Powers ; for they feem to me, as well ballanc’d and as per. 


fed as human Wifdom can make them; but, E mean, that 


there may be an Alteration of fome Laws, and an Addition 
of others, (tho’ very few) which would render our Contfti- 
tution perfect; becaufe it would then take in and fecure 
all the Natural Rights of the Subjects. 

But in this, Sir, I believe I fhall go further than you; 
my Notions of Liberty will carry me thus far, That every 
Man has a Right by Nature or Reafon, and_ought, 
therefore, to have a Right by Law, to the free and fu// Ex- 
ercife of all the Faculties of the Mind; and to fuch an 
Ufe and Enjoyment of his Perfon and Property, 2s is confi | 


fient with the Rights of alt other Men to the Ufe and En. 


yoyment of their Perfons and Froperties. 

When a Confitution has fecured all thefe Things, ‘tis 
then perfec; ours comes the neareft to it of any that ever 
wis in the World, and it is almoft brought to the highett 
Point of Perfection. 

‘The Conftitution may then be faid to be broke throuzh or 
efed when ether the Confituent Powers of it are 
alter'd, or the great and fundamental Laws relating to Per- 
fon and Property are chang’d for worfe, or zew ones made_ 
which defrey or weaken thofe Natural Rights that were be- 
fore eftablith’d or allow’d Ay Law. 

To bring this home: The Occafonal and Schi/m Aé, 
made in the Clofe ot Queen Aane’s Reign, was breaking 
through the Confeitution ; not through the Form indeed,. but 
the Spirit ot it; becaufe it took away the Natural Rights 
of the Subject, which, before that Act, were acknowledg’d 
and ‘fablifo'dby Law. You remember this yery well, Sir, 
and that the Quakers were, about the fameTime, tamper’d 
with, by your Friends, to give up their Right of Voting for 
Members of Parliament, in Exchange for their Affirmation | 
AG. They virtuoufly retufed it. But you know and feel 
the Truth of what fam going to fay, That nothing but 
the Death of a certain Great Perfon prevented you and 
fome others then at the Helm, from executing what you 
defign'd; which was, taking away, not only the Quakers, but 
the Diffnters Totes. Uf this had been effected, you 
would have crolated the Confitution; becaufe you would 
have deprived the SubjeQs of Richis arifing from Reason, 
and d ly Law too. You would have broke through 
NOt Dut the Letter of the Conftitution ; 
woud not, mdecd, have alter’d the ComBitwent Powers 0 

the 
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the Legiflature, but you would have deftroyed fome of the 
fundamental Laws ot the Kingdom relating to Perfon and 
Property ; which is infimitely worfe for the Pecnie, (fot 
the of whofe Rights all Government was in- 
ftituted) than a/terine the Confittuent Powers, and yet pre- 
ferving the great Laws of Liberty, founded on Rights 
of Nature. 

Thefe Inftances are enough to explain clearly what is 
meant by acting contrary to the Spirit of the Confitution : 
For the Spirit or Defign of the Conftitution, be:ng to fe. 
cure every Subject im the Pofleffion of Ars Rights ; 
whatever Law is enacted that aéri/gcs or beffens thofe 
Rights, is againft the Spirit of the Conftitution. But 
fince the Acceffion of the prefent Royal Family, thefe 
Laws, which fo zotorioufy inveded the Rights of the 
Subject, and were fram’d in direct Oppofition to she 
Spirit and Letter of the Conftitution, are repealed ; and 
many excellent Laws made which have en/arged and enfor- 
cedour Liberties ; but aot One which hath deprived us of 
any ju Liberty we enjoy'd before. Not one Law, I fay, 
no not the Riot A#, hath been made fince the Fanover Suc. 
Ceflion took place, which hath leffened or weekcaed our Li- 
berties ; but many which have enlarged and /renethened 
them: How is it then, that the Government hath been a- 
the Confitution? Or that the Frrends oj the Govern- 

mentare Enemies to the Confittution.
